Of these, twelve 
are offered at prices that run from $570 to $995; there are 
nineteen that can be bought in the range between $1,000 and 
$1,500, starting at $1,025 and ending at $1,495; fourteen in 
the range between $1,500 and $2,000, from $1,545 to $1,995, 
and sixteen in the price class that brings $2,000 or better. 
Of the latter, there are six between $2,000 and $2,500; three 
between $2,500 and $3,000; three between $3,000 and $3,500; 
two between $3,500 and $4,000, and two that are standard 
and cost more than the latter amount. 

In other words, there are forty-five four-door sedans in 
| the range between $570 and $1,995, and sixteen that cost 
| $2,000 or more. There are six sixes that can be bought for 
\less than $1,000, including one that lists below $800. Only 
‘one of the sixty-one surveyed is fitted with two-wheel 
| brakes; the others are uniform in having brakes on all four 
wheels.

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The Inefficiency of Distribution 


URING the Chicago automobile show we talked to a man 

well known as an expert in merchandising in the auto- 
motive field. He gave it as his opinion that efficiency in the 
field of distribiftion in our industry was not 25 per cent. of 
the efficiency that has been evolved by the manufacturing 
side of the business. In fact, he said that distribution today 
is on so haphazard and careless a basis that we could not 
even pass an accurate judgment on just how inefficient it 
is and that it would not surprise him if its ratio of efficiency 
as compared to the manufacturing was as low as 10 per cent. 

Not long ago Edward Payton, the well-known market 
analyst of the National Automobile Dealers’ Association, told 
of analyzing the business of 100 representative automobile 
dealers in various parts of the country and finding that the 


average of these men was practically giving away $156 with | 


each new car that they sold. This condition was largely 

caused by the used car end of the business, which is, of 

course, one of the sore spots of the automotive industry. 

But this problem of excessive distribution costs 

is not confined to the car dealer. The accessory dis- 
tribution branch cf the industry is also particeps 
criminis. We were recently told by a very close stu- 
dent of the accessory business that it cost on an aver- 
age 80 cents for every call made by a jobber’s sales- 
man in the accessory field. To break even on this 
basic charge the salesman had to come out with an 
order for at least $16 worth cf products. If the seller 
got only a $5 order, he would have to sell at least $31 
worth of gocds at his next stop to make up. If the 
salesman had a bad day and sold little or nothing a 
veritable pyramid of increased necessary sales would 
pile up ahead of him. 

It is safe to say that every other branch of the industry 
will show an ‘equally high cost of getting the products into 
the hands of the ultimate consumer. This is a problem that 
the industry must solve. It has not been fully realized until 
now, but today happily all responsible authorities are work- 
ing for a solution. If the task seems difficult we may remem- 
ber that the job ahead of the engineering division seemed 
equally overpowering twenty years ago and that the produc- 
tion branch of the business was far from 100 per cent. effi- 
cient ten or twelve years ago. 


Automotive Profits 


N ITS annual financial statement last Thursday, General 
Motors Corporation disclosed a condition of its business 
which must be eminently satisfactory to the entire organiza- 
tion, a matter which had been previously forecast in this 
newspaper. The statement shews net earnings of $235,104,- 
826, the largest ever reported by an industrial corporation 
in times of peace. 

This tremendous tctal, which is, of course, after 
deduction of losses of subsidiaries, preferred and de- 
benture dividend, is equal to $12.99 a share on the 
common stock of the company. In 1926, which was a 
far more active year in general business in this. coun- 
try, General Motors earned $10.90 a share. That this 
company could increase its earnings in a pericd of 
general slackening is, of course, simply a reflection of 
the efficiency with which the organization is oper- 
ated. 

Incidentally, the tremendous returns registered by such 
well run companies as General Motors are the fundamental 
reason behind the unabated desire of ordinary business men 
to get into the automotive industry. Many of the aspirants 
to automotive profits forget that to reap the same rewards 
they must achieve the same efficiency. If the distribution 
end of our industry was on the same efficient basis as the 


manufacturing business of General Motors, what phenomenal | 


prosperity we would be enjoying.

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Insurance Law 
Plan Hits Snag 
In Washington 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 

Washington, Feb. 20.—Attempts 
to foist a plan for compulsory au- 
tomobile liability law upon 100,000 
Washington motor vehicle owners 
has struck a snag. 

The presence daily in Washington 
of more than 20,000 motorists from 
Virginia and Maryland constitutes a 
serious drawback to the proposal, it 
was developed today at a hearing on 
the Treadway bill before the House 
District Committee. 

Visiting motorists could not be 
compelled to take out liability in- 
surance under the Treasury meas- 
ure, but would be “invited” to do 
so. Opponents of the bill will be 
heard next Tuesday. 

Representative Treadway testified 
that his bill is based on the Massa- 
chusetts law, adapted to the local 
conditions. He said that similar 
legislation has been “considered” in 
42 states. The bill does not cover 
property damage, but only casualty 
insurance. 

He put into the record a state- 
ment from Frank A. Goodwin, 
register of motor vehicles of Mas- 
sachusetts, and from the superin- 
tendent of insurance of the Bay 
state showing that the number of 
those injured has decreased dur- 
ing the past year; that there has _ 
been a decrease in accidents since 
the law went into effect, and that 
it is discouraging the purchase of | 
cars by persons who cannot afford | 
to own them. 

Representative Underhill called | 
attention to the fact that the gov-'! 
ernor of Massachusetts is one of the | 
largest automobile dealers and is} 
also a strong advocate of the com- 
pulsory insurance law.

Satety Brakes Campaign’

ALLAS, TEX., Feb. 20 (U. T. P. 
S.).—Dallas city officials and 
automotive trade bodies have 
launched a campaign for “safety” 
brakes on automobiles operating 
in the city and county. The city 
officials and the automotive 
bodies declare with brakes which 
are in first class shape the num- 
ber of traffic accidents and the 
number of traffic jams will be 
materially reduced. 

Mayor Burt has issued a mani- 
festo calling attention to the fact 
that automobile bodies and auto- 
|mobile dealers are urging that 
brakes on automobiles be tested fre- 
quently with a view of safe driv- 
| ing, and urging the car owners to 
| have their brakes inspected. 

In order that the motorists will 
| have their brakes inspeeted and 
| tested the city officials and the au- 
tomotive bodies have made arrange- 
|ments with four brake service 
| houses to test all brakes without 
|charge. These brake service houses 
| are advertising the fact that they 
| have been named by the city to 
| Inspect and test brakes. and that 
| there will be no charge for the ser- 
| vice. 

| Mayor Burt said he hoped and 
|expected to find some way in the 
|near future to make brake inspec- 
| tion at regular intervals compulsory 
jin Dallas. Until that time he said 
| the city would have to be content 
| with the co-operation of brake ser- 
vice houses. 

| The four brake service houses re- 
|port a great number of motorists 
|having their brakes tested. In the 
|majority of cases the brakes tested 
|have been found needing some ad- 
| justment or repairs. Most of the 
|motorists are having the adjust- 
ments made. There are 75,000 mo- 
tor vehicles in Dallas county. The 
brake service houses said indica- 
| tions are’50 per cent. of these will 
have their brakes tested 

The city contemplates staging the 
|brake testing periods bi-monthly 
until it can find some way to com- 
| pel motorists to pay more attention 
to their brakes. The brake service 
houses said they will co-operate

USE EMERGENCY 
SERVICE TRUCKS 


G.M. of Canada Adopts 
Standardized Unit 
For Road Work 


SHAWA, ONE., Feb. 20.—A 

standardized motor road 
emergency service for the whole 
Dominion has been inaugurated 
by General Motors of Canada. 
Specially designed by Canadian 
engineers here, a number of new 
and powerful trucks, which are be- 
lieved to be the most advanced 
things in road emergency trucks 
today, have been built and are in 
service. 


Within a short time large scale 
préduction on these trucks will be 
started at the newly reopened Wal- 
kerville plant of General Motors. 

H. H. Henchel, general sales man- 
ager of the truck and coach divi- 
sion of General Motors Products of 
Canada, Limited, has announced 
that every General Motors branch 
in the country will be equipped with 
at least one of these new trucks, 
which will always carry two men 
specially trained for road emergency 
work. 

“From the interest shown by our 
dealers and the orders they have 
already placed,” Mr. Henchel added, 
“there is every reason to believe 
that every large dealer in Canada 
will in a short time secure one of 
these trucks. This is in addition to 
the ones we will definitely have at 
our branches.” 

A unique feature of these new 
road emergency trucks is the sys- 
tem of payment. This is by meter 
just the same as a taxicab. A mo- 
torist, for example, has an accident 
and wrecks his car. All he has to 
do is telephone the nearest General 
Motors dealer who, if he hasn’t one 
of these emergency trucks himself, 
will notify the branch in that city 
or the nearest dealer who possesses 
such a truck. When the emergency 
truck leaves the garage the meter 
starts registering so many cents a 
mile and also a charge by the hour. 

When the wrecked car is brought 
to the garage, the total amount due 
is shown on the meter and the own- 
er of the car gets a regular meter 
receipt. 

Two types of these emergency 
trucks are to be used: One for the 
truck division and one for the pas- 
senger car division. The only dif- 
ference is that in the passenger car 
type the emergency truck has a cab 
front. This cab will seat six people, 

idea being that passengers from 
wrecked car may be put in this 
very comfortable cab and ride back 
in it, or if badly hurt and no am- 
bulance is at hand, be rushed to a 
hospital. 

A crane, capable of lifting eight 
tons, and so arranged that tt will 
lift almost any car from a ditch in 
the shortest space of time, is 
mounted on every one of these emer- 
gency trucks. They are equipped 
with a rubber-tired dollie capable 
of carrying six tons, also crowbar, 
ax, shovel, oil, water and gas tanks, 
tool cabinet with full line of tools,

jacks, tow chains, other necessary 
materials, and also a completely 
equipped first aid kit. 

Strikingly painted in a shining 
aluminum with thin red striping, the 
first models of these trucks have al- 
ready been noticed flashing by on 
Ontario roads where some of them 
are already giving a good account| 
of themselves. Red safety lights on 
the front fenders, large searchlights, 
and two lights on the crane to give 
sufficient light during operations, 
add greatly to the efficiency of the 
trucks for night work. ‘There are 
also carried on the side two ser- 
viceable lanterns, which are remov- 
able. red and white. The red one 
is set on the highway to warn on- 
coming automobiles, and the white is 
an added lantern used around the 
wreck. 

For cases of bad accidents at 
night or in stormy weather where 
oncoming cars might cause addi- 
tional injury or interfere with the 
rescue work, the men may draw 
from the truck’s store of red flare 
lights, similar to those used on the 
railways. These are set out on the

No Increase in 
Tire Prices Seen 
By Litchfield 


By IL. R. ALEXANDER 

Denver, Feb. 20.—Thousands of 
motorists, with their new model 
cars, can enjoy them without the 
fear of an increased price on tires. 
This is the opinion of P. W. Litch- 
field, president of the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company, of 
Akron, O., who visited Denver re- 
cently for a conference with Wil- 
liam Vinjng, Goodyear branch man- 
ager here, and salesmen of this ter- 
ritory. Mr. Litchfield was en route 
from a trip to the Pacific Coast. 

“Prices in the rubber industry are 
fairly stable, and I do not look for 
an increase,” Litchfield said. “Crude 
rubber has gone up 6 to 7 cents a 
pound in the last six months, due to 
the British restriction act, and 
there will be a further short in- 
crease in the price of crude. But it 
will probably not be reflected in the 
price of tires. 

“The tire business is exceptionally 
good. We are now working full 
capacity in all our factories and are 
producing 72,000 automobile casings 
daily.” 

The planting of rubber by Ameri- 


duction will eventually prevent fur- 
thur British control of the industry, 
Litchfield said. The Goodyear com- 
pany now has 20,000 acres in Su- 
matra in full production and has 
30,000 more planted.

R. R. Face Competition 
In Mid-West, Says 
Official 


HICAGO, Feb. 20—Truck com- 
petition in the transportation 
of livestock over short hauls has 
made serious inroads on railroad 
traffic in that class of freight in 
the territory adjacent to the 
principal markets of the Middle 

West. 

A study of this situation made 
by C. E. Spens, vice-president in 
charge of traffic of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad, re- 
veals that trucks now are used to 
haul livestock for a distance as 
|great as 150 miles, although the 
average truck haul is only about 
fifty miles. 

Use of trucks in Iowa is particu- 
|larly widespread, as indicated by 
[receipts of livestock at Sioux City 
| Stockyards during 1927. Of total 
receipts of 3,657,782 head of cattle, 
hogs and sheep, 31.9 per cent. ar- 
rived by truck. Of 650,056 head of 
cattle, 158,444, or 24.3 per cent., were 
shipped to Sioux City by truck, 
against 491,612 head shipped by rail. 
Of total receipts of 2,322,404 head of 
hogs, 922,405, or 39.7 per cent., ar- 
rived by truck, and of total receipts 
of 526,878 head of sheep, 86,391, or 
16.3 per cent., arrived by truck. 

At Omaha, of total receipts of 5,- 
585,215 head of cattle, hogs and 
sheep, 1,210,449, or 21.6 per cent., 
arrived by truck. At Kansas City, 
receipts by truck were 9.1 per cent. 
of the total of cattle, hogs and 
sheep, and at St. Joseph, receipts 
by truck were 19.6 per cent. of total 
receipts. Percentage of livestock 
arriving at Chicago stockyards by 
truck is very small. 

The greater proportion of truck 
tranportation of livestock is done by 
trucking companies organized for 
that purpose, but many of the more 
| important livestock producers op- 
lerate their own trucks. 
| Rates for truck transportation in 
| most instances are higher than cor- 
|responding railroad rates in carload 
lots, but compare favorably with 
railroad rates for less than carload 
| shipments, : 
| In the opinion of Mr. Spens, this 
itrend in livestock transportation will 
|not seriously affect revenues of rail- 
| roads as long as trucks are confined 
| to short haul and 1. c. 1. business, 
lwhich is not particularly profitable 
lfor the railroads since it involves 
|too much expense in switghing, load- 
ling and empty car mileage for the 
revenue received.
